VICTORIA FOR ABOUT A 45-MINUTE CHAT. FYI: IN ACCORDANCE WITH 
REF, SCICOUNS HAS EMPHASIZED THAT DR. ATKINSON WOULD NOT WISH TO 
DISCUSS THE QUESTION OF THE UTILIZATION OF THE CAC, ALTHOUGH HE 
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PROBABLY WOULD BE INTERESTED IN HEARING ABOUT PAN'S GENERAL PLANS 
FOR FUTURE EXPANSION OF POLISH RESEARCH FACILITIES. WE CANNOT

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TITUTE OF PHYSICS OR INSTITUTE OF FUNDAMENTAL PROBLEMS OF TECH- 
NOLOGY, IF DR. ATKINSON IS INTERESTED. 

2:40 P.M. - DRS. ATKINSON AND AVERCH LEAVE WARSAW. 

2. AS INSTRUCTED IN REF, SCICOUNS HAS STRESSED BOTH SEPARATELY 
TO THE PAN AND SCIENCE MINISTRY REPRESENTATIVES, AND JOINTLY 
DURING THE MAY 17 MEETING, THAT DR. ATKINSON’S VISIT IS ESSEN- 
TIALLY IN RESPONSE TO KALISKI'S ORIGINAL INVITATION, AND THERE- 
FORE NSF HAS CONSIDERED THE SCIENCE MINISTRY, NOT PAN, AS THE 
PRIMARY HOST. COMMENT. THIS POINT HAS NOT BEEN EASY TO GET 
ACROSS, SINCE PAN HAD ALREADY PREPARED MOST OF THE PROGRAM, AND 
KALISKI HAD ACCEPTED PAN AS THE PRIMARY HOST (AS NOTED IN WARSAW 
3813). WE HAVE SUCCEEDED IN ENCOURAGING SOME CHANGES IN THE 
INITIAL PAN SCHEDULE RELATING TO THE NSF DELEGATION SO AS TO GIVE

HAS EITHER DELIVERATELY OR INADVERTENTLY UNDERCUT PAN. END COMMENT. 

3. REGARDING DR. HOWARD S ROLE IN DISCUSSING THE UTILIZATION OF 
THE CAC, PAN HAS INFORMED US THAT A MONDAY MEETING IS PRACTICALLY 
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IMPOSSIBLE BECAUSE OF OTHER MEETINGS THAT PAN OFFICIALS WILL BE 
ATTENDING. SINCE WE ARE TRYING TO ARRANGE FOR HOWARD TO VISIT 
TORUN ON TUESDAY. THE BEST ALTERNATIVE SO FAR WOULD SEEM TO BE A 
MEETING SATURDAY AFTERNOON, MAY 20. IF THIS DEVELOPS, WE WILL 
TRY TO ALLOW TIME FOR A FEW HOURS REST BY HOWARD AFTER HIS 
ARRIVAL THAT MORNING. WE HAD ALSO SUGGESTED THE POSSIBILITY OF 
A MEETING ON SUNDAY, BUT PAN IS MOST DOUBTFUL THE APPROPRIATE 
OFFICIALS CAN BE ASSEMBLED THAT DAY. 

4. FOR MONDAY EVENING, SCICOUNS IS PLEASED TO INVITE DR. ATKIN- 
SON, DR. HANDLER AND ALL OTHER MEMBERS OF THE AMERICAN DELEGATION 
TO HIS HOME FOR DRINKS AND VERY INFORMAL BUFFET SUPPER. THERE 
WILL BE NO POLISH GUESTS. PLEASE ADVISE.
